Does the combination of two com 


panics each of which has valuable, pat 
ents make It possible for the merged 
concern to fix prices arbitrarily on the 
theory that what two companies may 
not do in competition they may do 
when merged simply by falling back 
on tho rights of a patented article? 


QUESTION OF STOCK 


Does the acquisition of stock in a. 


competing concern constitute a mono- 
poly and would the outright purchase 
of "such stock constitute a legitimate 
method of acquiring the property and 
business of tho same competitor? 


IT thc:e objection to the pooling of 


information' on costs -by competitors 
iliFotfih trade associations 
without 


nny understanding1 as to tho fixing 
of the price to the consumer? 


These illustrate the ramifications of 


modern business at a time when ex- 
pansion both in tho domestic and for- 
eign field has driven large competitor 
into each other's arms to eliminate 
economic waste. The fact that the 
government cannot without consider- 
able difficulty protect the public inter 
est against exorbitant prices when 
onco it removes its objection to a large 
combination of business is the govern- 
ing cause of the many actions begun 
by the department of justice to pre- 
vent combinations 
in "restraint of 


trade." 


ACT BEFORE MERGER 


Under tho present adminsitration. 


Col. William DShovan, assistant attor- 
ney-general, who is in direct charge 
of "anti-trust work is taking seriously 
to words "to prevent combinations in 
icstraint of trade." lie considers it 
tho government's duty to act even be* 
foro a combination of merger has bc- 
jrun its operations on a merged basis. 
His theory is that it is much more dif- 
ficult to obtain a dissolution later, and 
infinitely moro expensive to all con- 
cerned including the public, than to 
enjoin compeitiors at the outset from 
following what may easily become a 
monopolistic practice. It is suggested 
too. that this procedure 
eliminates 


most of the criminal features of anti- 
trust prosecutions in that a civil pro- 
ceeding to prevent is cither approved 
by tho courts or disapproved before 
a criminal act is performed. 


The activities of trade associations 


are being watched with caro by the 
department not because they are look- 
ed upon as improper factors 
in the 


modern deevlopment of business for, 
indeed, their economic value is 
en- 


thusiastically recognized, but because 
it is feared that wrong interpretation 
of recent decisions may cause some of 
these associations to overstep the 
bounds.

FOUNDED 150 YEARS AGO 


More than a, century and a half 


ago. the adherents of "Mother Ann 
Leo" came to America from England, 
and established the first colony of 
Shakers in Xew York state. Nearly 
a century and a quarter ago John 
Meacham, Issachar Bates and Ben- 
jamin S. Youngs, missionaries of the 
new faith, came over the Alleshenies 
to Lebanon. Ohio, where they set 
up the banner of the Shakers in the 
wilderness. 


Despite opposition, the new sect 


grew and became wealthy. The Shak- 
ers bought the best land in the re- 
gion. They were sober, industrious, 
pious and honest. They abolished mar- 
riage and depended 
upon 
converts 


from other denominations or "from 
the world" to keep up their member- 
ship. But they offered the convert 
little beyond a life 
of peace 
and 


quite. When a man and 
his wife 


oincd the sect, all their material pos- 
sessions passed Into the hands of the 
church, and tho conjugal tiej were 
abolished. 


LIVES ALMOST MONASTIC 


Shakers made 
their life 
almost 


nonastic in color. Like monks and 
nuns they tolled for their church, 
rave succor to the needy, and main- 
tained the relationship 
of brothers 


ind histors. Tho "pooling" of lauds 
md all resources in the hands of the 
church made it a communistic enter- 
prise. 


There was little- Intellectual life, 


and education was not encouraged 
until the later years of the church. 
The Shakers believed that Adam and 
Eve were tho

of man, but that man's spiritual na- 
ture sprang from the mythical union 
of .lesus and Ann Lee. 


But the church 
and communistic 


colonies founded on these beliefs and 
practices did not prosper. There were 
desertions; schisms broke out. With- 
in comparatively few years the mem- 
bership in Ohio dropped from more 
than a thousand to the one lone Shak- 
er still in Lebanon, and the

membership in all 
the colonies 
in 


America from more than 6,000 to less 
than "halt a thousand.'

WORLD FINANCES IMPROVING 
The Federal Reserve board sees today 


a gradual change toward a normal basis 
throughout the world in monetary con- 
ditions. In a recent report the board 
points out that the reestablishmeat of a 
stable basis for the currencies in many 
countries has already brought about a 
closer relationship between the world 
money markets and an adjustment of in- 
terest rates in the leading centers. 
' The reestablishment of a firmer basis 
for these currencies has resulted also in 
a better adjustment of interest rates pre- 
vailing in the leading financial centers. 
Short-term money rates, which in many 
of the countries going through extreme 
reorganization had been at high levels, 
declined during the present year to levels 
more closely approaching those in the 
gold standard countries. 


Although of recent months the rate 


has been upward again, both ^he closer 
adjustment of interest rates and the sim- 
ilarity in their recent movements have 
reflected in part z. greater freedom in the 
movement of 
funds 
between financial 


centers in different countries, made pos- 
sible by the restoration of a free gold 
market and the removal of restrictions 
upon international exchange and credit 
transactions.

tials and families, the financial problem 
can be the most troublesome andi can 
breed the greatest discontent. Th^ there 
is a gradual improvement ;n the financial 
relationships of the nations is cause for 
gratification since it shows the possibility 
of commercial development and industrial 
peace that should bring to the world an 
amnesty from the strife and turmoil of 
the last few years. 


EMPLOYMENT KEEPS UP 


Industrial employment and earnings 


for October showed a continuing increase 
as compared with figures for September 
and for October, 1925, the bureau of labor 
statistics, department of labor, has an- 
nounced. Employment was o.3 per cent 
greater than September-and o.2 per cent 
greater than in October, 1925. Earnings 
show an increase of 3.7 per cent over the 
previous month and 2.5 per cent increase 
over the figures for October a year ago. 


This report is based upon a study of 


10,323 establishments, employing .more 
than 3,000,000 workers and in 30 of the 54 
separate industries represented, gains in 
employment were reported. The per cap- 
ita earnings in all industries increased 3.4 
per cent in October as compared with 
September.

Employment is an excellent 
index of prosperity. The country might 
for a time be financially prosperous with- 
out labor being prosperous.

CONTINUE THE HIGHWAYS 


The pica of Secretary of the Interior 


Jardinc, for the completion of 80.000 
miles of trans-Continental highways by 
1930 will receive the support of stu- 
dents of motor traffic today. Day by day 
and week by week the trans-continental 
auto traffic is increasing as more persons 
find it practicable to make the transcon- 
tinental journey by motor car. If, howev- 
er, these modern gypsies are to be able to 
do it with the maximum speed and com- 
fort, then proper highways are necessary. 


As the situation stands today there are 


large gaps in the transcontinent;! sys- 
tems which should be closed tip and made 
passable in all weather. Many stretches 
cf road src not kept ir: proper repair and 
this increases the possibility of accidents 
and delay. 


In the Mississippi valley, especially in 


the agricultural sections, there is a lack 
of trans-state highways not in keeping 
with the development in the East and 
the West. Of course, it is true that ten 
years ago there were only five states in 
which there was as much as a single 
improved trans-state highway, but today 
every state has a definitely designated 
highway system, to the improvement of 
which the state governments are applying 
their resources, and it will behoove them 
to keep in mind the trans-continental 
traveler in apportioning the 
money for 


these improvements. 


The automobilist is a generous person, 


but on a tour he is even more than gen- 
erous. Those states which have gasoline 
taxes will find that the trans-ccntinental 
trade will, in a few years, help material- 
ly toward the upkeep of the highway 
systems it traverses. Besides, these high- 
ways should be considered not just as 
roads, but as avenues of commerce and of 
cooperation, knitting East and West, 
Xorth and South, in the bonds of a more 
understanding and perfect friendship.

serious accident a few days ago when, in 
crossing a dangerous stretch of road, 
something went wrong with the machine, 
allowing it to plunge into a ditch. Inves- 
tigation showed that the mechanic who 
had repaired the car a short time before 
had mashed some threads on a bolt in- 
stead of fastening it properly and 
the 


road-strain had loosened the bolt with the 
accident as a result. 


There is a tendency among Americans 


to be satisfied with the work that can 
get by, instead of striving for that per- 
fection which will stand any test. No in- 
spection can ever take the place of the 
conscience of the worker. Xhe man who 
can be trusted to drive the nail in, clear 
up to its head without leaving it bent 
over, or the maid who can be trusted to 
sweep in the corners, never need worry- 
ing about unemployment. 


The most expert worker is a liability in 


any establishment if his workmanship 
cannot be relied upon—if he does not 
mix conscience with his work. Employers 
would gladly pay extra if they could be 
sure that they were buying the worker's 
conscientious interest with the 
extra 


pay. Xo business college, technical school 
or university can bestow a conscience 
upon its graduates. That is an individual 
matter—a personal characteristic. 
Yet 


upon the possession of that quality of 
character more success depends than 
upon deftness of finders or technical skill. 


When Washington was a youthful sur- 


veyor in old Virginia, he ran the lines so 
accurately that they are accepted without 
correction to this day. His later eminence 
is due in large measure to the reputation 
he achieved for doing dependable work as 
a youth. Virginia believed in him becauae 
it had found his surveying accurate and 
Virginia taught the nation to trust him. 
It is far easier to make a showing thrn to 
be inspection-proof, but the man who is 
inspection-proof is the man who gets 
there.

bands that are like no other musical 
organization are no longer to be heard 
in the land. The wagons have been 
packed and the trains loaded for the 
final long1 jump, and "the biggest 
show on earth" — there are some 
twenty claimants to that title on one 
ground or another — has gone into 
winter quarters. 


Since the first of last Hay the 


average big- circus has traveled from 
14, 000 to 15,000 miles, and may easily 
have ranged the country from coast 
to coast. It has given in the neighbor- 
hood 
of 
300 
performances. 
"With 


lucky breaks in the matter of weather. 
with good crops, and with generally 
prosperous conditions throughout the 
country, the man In the ticket wagon 
has probably stood knee-deep in cur- 
rency and silver time and again, and 
the season's receipts have run far 
:nto the hundreds of thousands. AVhat 
the profits have been only the pro- 
prietors and the income tax officials 
nia\- know. 


But with a business 
that fairly

money — that has 
an ever- 


constant and 
devoted 
clientele — 


many people fail to understand why 
it is limited to a six months* season. 
They ask why not route the big tent 
the show to follow the sun. 


It is always -^arm enough some- 


where in the Ignited States for a circus 
and it would seem that this univers- 
ally popular amusement enterprise 
might be conducted on the year rou%'l 
forts is. 


The answer is that the magnitude 


of the circus business precludes its 
be'.ng run twelve months a year, or 
ten or eight. Six months required ' in 
permanent quarters to make ready 
for the wear and tear, stress and 
strain, of six months on the . ro~ad. 
This period of preparation is essential 
r.ot only for the physical equipment 
of the circus, but for the performers, 
both human and animal. 


HEAVY RENEWAL QL'TLAl'S 
Those %vho know something about 


the enormous daily receipts of one of 
the really big shows, and, figuring on 
daily operating expenses, jump to the 
conclusion that its profits must be 


during- the six months that the show 
is off the road. It is estimated that 
the circuses that annually tour the 
United States have an aggregate cash 
replacement value of approximatelj 
?15,000,000, and that it costs mort 
than $5,000,000 each year to wintet 
them and get them ready for thf 
next season. 


A business that must meet such :> 


proportionately large expense- as tha 
in addition to the staggering dailj 
operating expense, and that is onlj 
taking in money six months in th£ 
year, necessarily must take in a !o 
of it if it is to break even, to saj 
nothing of earning Hividends on the 
investment. And -when it comes to ths 
7iot profits, jt must bo rememberec 
that becau.se of the extremely hazard- 
ous nature of the business, the earn- 
ings of a circus must be far above 
those of any ordinary commercial 01 
industrial enterprise.

element of professional guidance for 
the political secretary. In America, 
on the other hand, save for one or two 
notable exceptions, when the head of 
the department was changed, most of 
the principal officers

"The product of this 'amateur diplo- 


j macy,'" 
he- continued, "was shirt 


I sleeve diplomacy, which may 
be tie- 


I ^cribed as dealing frankly, asking no 
favors, and fearing nothing. It is a 
diplomacy which is distinguished by 
black-co.it circulars, wherein the stur- 
dy representatives of America, un- 
afraid, are directed to dress like wait- 
ers rather than like royal lackeys. 
It is the diploWicy which excuses its 
crudities because of its strengths. It 
has produced some of the poorest de- 
spatches in history, but on the other 
hand, it has produced sonic of the 
most progressive diplomacy." 


It was not until ten years ago that 


the diplomatic service of the nation 
was so fixed by statute that Tl could 
be a professional service in any sense 
of the word, he declared. 
Thus far, 


however, it is confined to the lower 
grades of the service. 


"It must be regarded as a great
